A PROVOKING SILENCE 
In recent months several medical authorities in 


United States, Canada and Great Britain have spoken 
out strongly concerning the relationship between lung 
cancer and cigarette smoking. These authorities have 
produced evidence which seems to indicate that there 
is a definite relationship between lung cancer and cig- 
arette smoking. Up until the present time the only 
point of uncertainty appears to centre around the 
number of cigarettes and the period of indulgence re- 
quired io produce the cancerous condition. { 

In more recent days an intensive campaign has 
been launched in some quarters to get the tobacco using 
public to rid itself of the habit. This campaign features 
statements which are in many instances so strong as 
to demand confirmation or refutation by the highest 
medical authorities. 

In the face of these developments a provoking sil- 
ence has prevailed in those quarters from which a 
troubled public should expect some leadership.... the 
provincial and federal departments of health. Not long 
ago a question was asked in the House of Commons, 
Ottawa, relating to the Dept. of Health’s position in 
this matter. The answer was anything but reassuring 
for those who had hoped that this body, which is charg- 
ed with guarding the nation’s health, would show some 
initiative in investigating the serious charges levelled at 
cigarette smoking - - this not withstanding the fact that 
Canada derives tremendous reyenue from the sale of 
cigarettes. 

In the light of developments even an honest “we 
don’t know’ would be preferable to the provoking 
silence which now prevails in Provincial and Federal 
health circles. ; 


FREQUENTLY THE TARGET 
OF CONSIDERABLE CRITICISM 

Lindsay’s Board of Works Dept. is frequently the 
target for a considerable amount of criticism. If they 
undertake to do some work on a busy thoroughfare 
they are criticized for their timing of the project ... if 
they fail to undertake the job they are criticized for 
that too, and frequently when the job is done they are 
criticized for the way it was performed. Sometimes 
this criticism is justified and so long as it is of a con- 
structive nature no person can have any quarrel with 
it and everyone should benefit. . 

In the case of the removal of stumps and trees 
on William St. N. the Board of Works Department was 
strongly criticized at the outset because of the apparent 
intention of closing the street entirely while much of 
the work was in progress. After consultations it was 
found possible to keep the street open for most of the 
time and as the work progressed only part of the street 
was blocked off. This is an example of what can be 
achieved when a real effort is made to perform a job 
with a minimum of delay and inconvenience. 

From a strictly layman's point of view, having 
no scientific knowledge of the problems confronting 
the Works Department in the removal of trees and 
stumps from the boulevard on William St. N., it appears 
that the department learned a great deal which will aid 
them in future projects of this nature and that they 
have done remarkably well. In assessing the progress 
of the William St. North undertaking it must be remem- 
bered that this is the first major downtown tree and 
stump removal project which has confronted {he depart- 
ment in recent years. We believe, that all things con- 
sidered, the Board of Works deserves credit for the way 
it has handled the job. 

As for the balance of work to be done on the boule- 
vard removal project, it is no doubt the desire of those 
doing business in the area that a minimum of incon- 
venience be caused traffic within the block. 


A GOOD PICTURE 

Most moving pictures are pretty poor and it is a 
costly waste of time to go to see them, Occasionally, 
however, a good one does turn up. And The Kidnap- 
pers is a good one. This |s an English picture about 
a Scottish settlement in Nova Scotia and the two heroes, 
if heroes they can be called, are two little boys. Now 
among the worst pictures that Hollywood turns out are 
those about children. That is why we were so thrilled 
to see a really honest film depicting children naturally. 
and sympathetical a film devoid of the sickening 
sentiment for which Hollywood is so notorious. 

The picture, The Kidnappers, is a simple picture and 
the characters are clean and truly drawn. James 
McKenzie is a powerful and compelling man of moral 
fibre that strikes one with dramatic force. 

The dialogue of the two children is straight from 
the child’s world. 

This is the kind of picture that you are glad to 
recommend to your friends. It certainly provides a 
worthwhile escape from television.

IT SHOULDN'T HAPPEN TO A CAT 

Cats in Toronto will rejoice to learn that their 
opposite numbers in Vancouver have won a signal, if 
narrow, victory in the name of freedom. 

In that city the Council turned down, by the margin 
of a single vote, the proposal of the secretary-manager 
of the SPCA that cats should be licensed. Cats, it was 
argued, were getting beyond control. Dogs it was 
pointed out, were licensed, 80 why the discrimination 
in a land devoted to the principle of equal treatment? 

But what should happen to a dog apparently must 
not happen to a cat. To license a cat, declaimed an 
alderman, would be “another instance of bureaucratic 
control of people and freedom,” A dog may be man’s 
best friend, but what is that compared with being a sym- 
bol of man’s struggle to preserve his independence and 
liberty! Cats are by nature independent types. There 
is also a belief that what passes for an independent 
nature ig nothing but stubbornness and stupidity. 

Advocates of lleensing probably lost their case by 
failure to prove that licensing a cat will alter her In- 
dubitable Inclination to eat birds and to yow!l at mid- 
night.

PACIFIC PEOPLE 

Ideas are not dead things. If at times they seem dead 
or asleep, they make like the dry bones in Ezekiel’s 
vision, breathe again and stand-up. One of the great 
ideas of all history is universal peace. It seems dead, 
now terribly unreal, because ideas are not facts, Yet 
fact has reality only through its participation in ideas. 
There is no universal peace put the universality of peace 
can be made manifest in stages. It is uncivilized to 
reject or deny one step or another which might, through 
the force of the idea, bring some part of peace to man- 
kind. They are therefore short-sighted and negative 
who criticize the former British Prime Minister and 
present leader of the Labour Party for accepting with 
seven other party members an invitation to visit Red 
China. 

Canadians, American or Britons are not the only 
people on earth who want pbace. Peace is a far-flung 
ideal and is not to be realized by turning the back on it 
and throwing insulting words over the shoulder. Mr. 
Attlee will discover in China people as convinced of the 
desirability of peace and goodwill among men as are 
some of his countrymen. People, as people, have much 
the same basic desires and dreams, whatever their 
race, The stage on which Mr. Attlee moves will pre- 
sent to him in China highly cultivated, knowledgeable 
people, politically learned and, we suggest, as pacific as 
he himself is. The Government of China may have— 
and does have—very different ideas on how concord 
can be achieved. Let them be heard, let the visit take 
place. Good intentions are seldom harmful, if held in- 


telligently by discreet persons.—Peterborough Examiner. 


LIONEL CONACHER F 

It is undoubtedly true that Mr. Lionel Conacher was 
the greatest athlete Canada has produced. He was 
highly proficient at an extraordinary number of special- 
ized sports, playing football, hockey, baseball and la- 
crosse on the highest professional levels. His reputa- 
tion rested mainly on these, but there were few other 
sports, including boxing, rowing, swimming and sprint- 
ing, in which he did not excel. His physical energy and 
endurance were incredible, and he played every game 
with the utmost enthusiasm. 

His life was a saga of success. He emerged from 
a background of poverty, but through sheer will to 
achievement reached the highest pinnacle of sports 
glory. He did not at first attempt to exploit his exception- 
al aptitudes and remained an amateur for much of the 
early part of his career. He had a sincere desire to 
improve the calibre and conditions of sports activities, 
and deyoted much time after his retirement to foster- 
ing better standards, 

He respected his vast reputation and endeavored 
to merit the hero-worship that was showered on him by 
the younger sports fans. The quality of his citizenship 
is attested by his decision to enter public life after his 
retirement from professional sport. He served in the 
Ontario Legislature and the Dominion Parliament as a 
Liberal member for Toronto seats. His personality 
will be missed in many places. It is improbable that his 
like will be found on Canada’s playing fields for many 
years to come, but the incentive of his superb record 
will serve the nation’s youth as long as those fields are 
used. —The Globe and Mail 


SUCH LANGWIDGE 

In his legislature the other day Premier Smallwood 
gaye the country a glimpse of political warfare in the 
uninhibited, candid Newfoundland manner. 

The argument was about fish, and the details do 
not matter, but Mr. Smallwood was going about the 
ferocious business of exterminating the group he called 
“the Water street merchants""—apparently the equiva- 
lent in political discussions up this way of “Bay street” 
and “St. James street.” ‘Oe 

At any rate the Premier told the provincial par- 
Nament of which he is chief ornament that the aforesaid 
merchants are “jvory-headed, stone-headed, fossil-mind- 
ed,” and the Government’s heart for them was “hard as 
the hobs of hell.” Catching his breath Mr. Smallwood 
went on to denounce the Water street gentlemen as 
“chuckle-headed fossils’ lacking “enough brains {o get 
out of their own way or enough initlative to get in out 
of the rain,” and ended up with the ringing declaration 
that “we're going to give them the bum’s rush.” 

In Newfoundland this may seem no more than a 
mild reprimand—they take their politics seriously in 
the 10th province. But there is no doubt the chuckle- 
headed fossils of Water street will answex the Premier 
with a blast calculated to pull his hatr out by the roots. 
Not even a premier can have the last word, or expect 
any consideration in debate—certainly not when the 
premier himself shows so furious an attitude towards 
his opponents, so nice a skill with invective and abuse,

Pleads Guilty 


f Harvey Maynard Schutt, 23, as- 


sistant Canadian National Express 


agent at Lakefield since April, 1953, | 


pleaded guilty In magistrate’s court 
in Peterboro on Friday to charges 
of railway theft totalling some 
$3,000. os S 

In a written statement submit- 
ted to CNR investigator C, I. Ral- 
ston and OPP constable John 
Cawood, Schutt said the numerous 
thefts began last November. Articles 
recovered at his parents’ farm. Det- 
lor, 7 miles east of Bancroft, in- 
cluded a tractor, various lesser farm 
implements, suits and other apparel, 
and a light fixture for a sewing | 
machine. 

Although Schutt carried a lst of 
the stolen articles in his wallet, he 
told police he didn’t think it was 
exact, but estimated the total yalue 
in the vicinity of $3,000. Victims of 
the thefts included Simpson-Sears 
Ltd., T. Eaton Co. Ltd., and Cana- 
dian Tire Corp. 

An assistant express agent, 
Schutt was the first man to enter 
a sealed box car arriving at the

case Mr Flyffe would report them 
as lost in transit. 

After hiding the goods fictlously 
ordered, Schutt would complete his 
check of the express and the car 
would be resealed and moved to a 
siding. It was his job to check the 
freight also. and, when he reopened 
the car he would remove the hidden 
articles, place them in a pick-up 
truck belonging to his father, finish 
his freight check then dispose of 
the loot. 

When Schutt was apprehended he 
told police that most of the goods 
were hidden about hi, parents’ farm 
near Detlor. Piles of assorted mer- 
chandise were found behind the 
barn and hidden in two lots, under 
a cedar hedge near the house, Some 
smaller articles were also foung in 
Schutt’s room on Regent St., in 
Lakefield So far, the goods recover- 
ed are valued at $1,288.65. 

FAIR EXPLANATION 
In magistrate’s court today Schutt 
authorized his written statement 
to be entered as evidence. Mr. Ral- 
ston gave the only verba] evidence. 
‘Schutt’s unruffled remark, when 
asked if the verbal evidence was 


FICTITIOUS ORDERS 

His method of theft was to order 
some merchandise under a fictitious 
name. The address given would as- 
sure transport of the goods through 
the Lakefield depot, When the goods 
arrived, Schutt would hide them 
among the freight in the car, pocket 
the way-bills with the result that 
express agent Peter Fyffe, would 
have no knowledge of the shipment. 

On occasion, Schutt would place 
the way-bills in the file, after he 
hag disposed of the goods, in which 


substantially correct, was: “I think 
he’s (Ralston) given a very fair— 
and square explanation.” 

It is understood that Schutt told 
his parents and brother that the 
steady flow of goods being shipped 
to the farm was the result of his 


winnings in various raffles and 
draws, Why the 00d, were hidden 
about the farm property remains a 
mystery, but investigation is con- 
tinuing 

Schutt was remanded for sentence 
until June 3. :

Charges FOA 
Failed To 
Find Remedy 


The head of the Ontario Farm- 
ers’ Union has charged that the 
Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
has falled to meet the needs of the 
province's farmers. The charge 
was made at a recent meeting of 
the Bethany Local of the Ontario 
Farmers’ Union, when A. V, Cor- 
mack, OFU president, was the 
speaker. 

During the question period fol- 
lowing his address a member of 
the audience asked the following 
question: “At a recent meeting in 
Lindsay, addressed by Premier Frost 
and Dr. B Hannam, president of 
the FOA, the chairman stated that 
Dr. Hannam knew more about ag- 
riculture and farm problems than 
any person in the world. Does this 
mean, (if true) that nobody on 
| earth knows how to oneck the farm- 
| ers’ falling prices and rising costs?” 
Mr. Cormack replied that “Cana- 
| dian farmers were facing a critical 
| situation, notwithstanding Federal 
Minister of Agriculture Gardiner’s 
recent public statement that agri- 
| culture was never in a better posi- 
tion. This crisis had been precipitat- 
Jed by an alarming fall in farm 
| prices since 1951, with no corres- 
ponding reduction in costs, but 
rather increased costs in many in- 
stances. The obvious failure of the 
| Federation of Agriculture to even 
suggest a remedy, haq led to the 
organization of the Farmers’ Un- 
jon, and in the final analysis, the 
test of any organization's value lay 
in the results it was able to 
achieve.”

Price Fixing Ban 
Declared Hard On 
Small Retailers 


A department store executive says 
thousands of small retail dealers are 
In danger of being forced out of 
business,

LET’S DO SOMETHING ABOUT IT...- 

An inspiring article on the present period of busi- 
ness readjustment in Canada appears in the current 
issue of “Industry” a publication of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association. Captioned “Call for 
Action”, the article declares that publicity relative to 
unemployment and related problems is useless if it 
does no more than report distress without making con- 
crete suggestions for relieving it. It goes on to state 
that basically the problem of providing employment 
is local in nature and therefore should be approached 
on a local basis. 

“Here,” it declares, “is an example of what a local 
newspaper can do. The locale was a small area in 
British Columbia and the editor announced that he was 
tired of being assured that, since logging has to close 
and fishing always has an off-season. there must be an 
annual slump in employment. 

“Everyone seems to be waiting for ‘something to 
happen’ or for ‘someone to come,’ to bring some mir- 
aculous cure,” he said. “There is no action,” he com- 
plained. Well, he suggested some action. Here it is: 

4. Produce charcoal. It would provide year round 
employment for a few men. It has a ready market. 

2. Enlarge the scope of the co-operative canning 
yenture to include small fruits. locally-grown vege- 
tables, poultry, fish and meats. This would greatly 
extend the operating season of the cannery. 

3. Make furniture and household articles. 
forests abound in hard and semi-hard woods. 

4. Local clay is extremely good for making tile, 
flower pots and similar items of pottery. The market 
is small but it’s permanent.” 

We wonder if something more concrete than just 
talking about the situation here in Lindsay couldn't 
be done to brighten the economic picture. Should 
we not examine the situation here with a view to making 
full use of the resources with which we are richly en- 
dowed. Lindsay, for example, is now the location of 
two operating plastics industries and yet we have not 
one local firm converting these plastics into consumer 
producis. Lindsay, to © cite another field which 
might be explored and which has been suggested be- 
fore, is in the heart of one of Ontario’s richest agri- 
cultural areas and yet people who wish to further their 
knowledge of agriculture must travel far afield to attend 
such 2 school. Such a school located in this area 
should have the effect of stimulating agricultural in- 
terest... . something which is greatly needed if the 
vast expanses of unproductive land in this district are to 
be used to full and good advantage. In this same vein, 
and as an agricultural community it would seem reason- 
able to believe that a profitable farm market could be 
operated on a scale much larger and more frequently 
than it now is and at prices which would be interesting 
to the consumer and producer. 

There are no doubt other stimulating enterprises 
which could be envisioned and brought to fruition 
but we will have to do more than just talk and dream 
about them if anything is to materialize. Who is there 
among us with the initiative and the courage to give 
leadership in the many practical things which can be 
done to improve economic conditions locally?

RESIGN! RESIGN!.,..BUT WHY? 

The present cries of “Resign! Resign!’ which are 
being shouted at Highways Minister George Doucett 
and Jatterly at his superior officer, Premier Leslie M. 
Frost, have a familiar ring. They remind us of the 
records of lynchings and hangings which occurred not 
sO many years ago without making absolutely certain 
that the victims were guilty of alleged offenses. In the 
present instance certain irresponsible groups would 
have Premier Frost and his Highways Minister resign 
before learning all the facts in connection with the cur- 
rent so-called highways scandal. 

We believe that it will be soon enough to call for 
resignations when the evidence of alleged misuse of 
highways department funds in connection with con- 
tract-letting has been al] submitted. For either Prem- 
jer Frost or Highways Minister Doucett to resign at the 
present moment would be tantamount to admitting 
that they knew irregularities were occurring within the 
department and we can conceive of no greater folly for 
innocent men. On the other hand we believe that by 
staying with the ship and doing everything to aid in 
making all the facts available to the public. political 
capital will be gained rather than lost by the Frost 
administration. 


WHAT HAPPENED TO THE TROMBONE? 

We read a few days ago of the death of a radio 
producer named Arthur Pryor, at the age of 57; the 
name caught our eye, and we found, as we had sus- 
pected, that he was the son of Arthur Pryor, the fam- 
ous band-leader, who was one of the heroes of our 
childhood. We cannot find any reference to the fath- 
er in any book in our possession, but we can hear him, 
in our mind’s ear, playing the trombone, Which he did 
with a beauty of tone and refinement of style that we 
have never heard equalled. 

The mere mention of the trombone nowadays is 
apt to provoke smiles. But we can remember a time 
when many amateurs attempted to learn it, and their 
blurps and hoots made hideous the nights of many an 
Ontario town. Their ambition was to achieve the tone 
perfected by Arthur Pryor—rich but not fruity, powerful 
but not painful, noble and romantic in the associations it 
aroused. Arthur Pryor’s. trombone possessed all the 
romantic mystery of the Horn of Roland. 

There are good trombone players today; they may 
be heard in the occasional! solo passages granted to the 
instrument by symphonic composers. But it is many 
years since we heard a trombone played alone and, as 
we said before, the amateurs appear to have given it 
up, as they have also abandoned the flute. 

When we read of the death of his son Arthur Pry- 
or’s golden note sounded once more for us, in the ear of 
memory. —Peterborough Examiner.

LINDSAY WILL HAVE TO COME 
TO GRIPS WITH ITS TRAFFIC PROBLEMS ~ 

That Lindsay is faced with a number of traffic 
problems needing prompt attention is apparent to most 
citizens and the sooner they are tackled the better it 
will be for all concerned. It has been suggested that 
with the opening of the Lindsay St. North bridge ahd 
completion of the widening of a section of William St. 
N., Lindsay's police committee could seriously settle 
down to ironing out some of the major difficulties. 

Parking, long a problem and one which is increas- 
ing, is something which requires early action. Parking 
space is at a premium and there is some evidence, par- 
ticularly along Kent St. that it is being wasted. Three 
suggestions emerge from consideration of the problem 
involved on this street (4) closer angle parking at the 
curbside and (b) angle parking up the centre of the 
street with the curbside routes open to travel. 

One-way streets, of which Lindsay now has only 
one, may need to be considered. One-way traffic on 
Victoria Ave. has frequently been suggested and the 
street might lend itself well to such an arrangement. 
It is certainly too narrow at points now to accommo 
date two-way traffic with ease. The existing one-way 
street - - - York Street - - - may, in the opinion of police, 
need to be changed so that the direction of traffic flow _ 
be north instead of south. This, it is held, would elim- 
inate congestion which is now occurring at Kent and 
York Sts. when cars find it almost impossible during 
peak traffic hours to get from the north side of York and 
Kent St. across to the south side. (This situation ~ 
will probably become even more aggravated when the 
Lindsay St. bridge reopens.) 

Then there is the matter of speed. There are sey- 
eral streets in Lindsay which, despite the advent of the 
police motorcycle, seem to lend themselves danger- 
ously to speedways. What is the answer to this prob- 
lem? .... Speed traps? . 
or a generally reduced speed limit, 30 miles per hour 
being considered by many to be too fast on several Lind- 
Say streets due to the hazards existing? 


These are a few of the things which are demand- 
ing the attention of the town’s police committee while 
its present traffic accident record is still in comparative- 
ly good shape. 


AN INSIDE JOB 
We trust Parliament has noticed the advertisement 
which the Dominion Government placed in this news- 
paper, and presumably others across Canada, recently. 
Directed to people “interested . . . in organization and 
methods work”, it disclosed that the Civil Service Com- 
mission of Canada has 
a number of vacancies for officers who have a 
combination of education, experience, and mental 
aptitude which would fit them to assist Depart- 
ments of Government in making a wide variety 
of management surveys, and developing and pre- 
senting practical proposals involving organiza- 
tion and management procedures and work 
methods. 

If the Government were satisfied with the effic- 
iency of its various departments, it would not be offer- 
ing positions of this type. Clearly, then, it is dissatis- 
fied, and willing to acknowledge its dissatisfaction. 
That is cheering, if belated news. But can the Govern- 
ment expect very much in the way of frank criticism 
and objective advice from people who are themselves 
civil servants? Are not surveys of this nature done 
more effectively from the outside than from the inside? 

Ottawa recognized that principle when it engaged 
a private firm of management consultants to examine 
its Postoffice Department. Queen’s Park recognized 
it when it engaged the same firm to examine its High- 
ways Department; and after that, its Public Works 
Department. There are several such firms in Canada. 
It might (though we doubt it) cost the Dominion Goy- 
ernment more to make use of them than to set up its 
own speciaY staff for that purpose. But no taxpayer 
would utter a word of protest. —The Globe and Mail. 


ONLY FIVE CENTS ON THE DOLLAR 

What's the average profit in Canadian manufac- 
turing? _ . 

Put that question to the average Canadian and 
many of the guesses will range wildly from 30% to 
100%. 

The correct answer, according to a current sur- 
vey by the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, was 
just 5.2 cents out of every dollar of sales in 1953. And 
that figure has shown little variation in the last five 
years. It was a shade better than in 1952, a shade less 
favorable than in 1951. 

Popular confusion on this matter results from get- 
ting mixed up over markups and profits, over gross 
earnings and net, in forgetting about overhead and 
taxes. 

In 1953, for example, income taxes alone averaged 
4.6 cents or only about half a cent less than the average 
profit. 

These figures, it should be remembered are not 
based on some small and special sample of manufactur- 
ing. They come from the actual experience of over 
1,000 firms, large and small, with total sales volume of 
$7.25 billions in 1953, a combineq investment of $5.5 bil- 
lions and a total payroll of 447,000 workers. 

That is only part of the profit story. 

Not, by any means, did all the meagre 5.2 cents go 
to the pockets of shareholders as dividends. Less than 
half, or 2.3 cents was disbursed in that way. The 
biggest chunk, 2.9 cents was plowed back into the 
business, to increase and cheapen production and to 
create new jobs. 

“To those who want to see this country continue to 
grow and prosper and to provide the employment need- 
ed for our greatly expanding population, the real con- 
cern is not that manufacturing profits are too large but 
that they may well be too small,” comments The Finan- 
cial Post. ‘ —Truro Daily News

Something of a 


miracle 


Car Completely Wrecked, 
Face Only Lacerated 


Tt was something of a miracle that 

a7-year-old R, R. 4 Lindsay man, 
Denis Kezar, escaped with only 
facial lacerations from his terribly 
smashed car following an accident 
on Friday evening, 

The accident, which occurred a- 
bout 400 feet below the River Road 
on Highway 35, four miles south 
of Lindsay happened about 5.30 
p.m. ind sent the injured man to 
the Ross Memorial Hospital, where 
his lacerations were treated by Dr, 
Crowe. The RMH says he shouldn't 
be hospitalized too long. 

Tt is reported that Kezar was 
driving his 1941 model car north 
on No. 35 when it went out of con- 
tral and hit the right shoulder of 
the youd A representative of “The 
Post” who saw the accident scene, 
said that the vehicle's wheels seem- 
ed to dig into the shoulder for about 
100 feet, and then veer diagonally 


across the road about 127 feet, The 
car is reported to have travelled 
ajong that ditch 100 feet before its 
nose dug into the bank, upending it 
and sending it rolling along 69 feet 
into a fence, 

The impacy of the accident is said 
to liave ripped part of the chassis 
from underneath the car, torn off 
the back trunk and shattered every 
pane of glass, The inside of the car 
looked as if it had been “stirred up” 
{t was so torn. The battery was 
also thrown from the smashed car. 

‘An unidentified man and woman 
had come into Miller's Service Sta- 
tion about 5.50 p.m. asking that the 
O.P.P and an ambulance be noti- 
fied at once, They told “The Post!’ 
representative that Kezar had pas- 
sed them travelling quite fast. 

The investigating officer was Con- 
stable Morris Baker.

Facts on butter 
and good plug 
for Dairy Day 


Editor, The Lindsay Post, 
LINDSAY, Ontario, 
Dear Sir: 

Recent editorial comments 
your excellent paper seemed to sug- 
gest that “stale butter” is being sold 
to the public. It all depends on 
what one means by staleness. 

Age alone does not mean that 
butter would necessarily be stale. 
While we don't hold with the stuff, 
some friends of ours believe that old 
whiskey is better than the product 
fresh from the still. | 

Nobody Is ever asked to buy stale | 
butter—but if they want it, they| 
can get it. However, it would not 
be Canada First Grade Butter— 
and all packages of butter must 
have the grade printed on the 
wrapper. Stale butter is not ac- 
cepted as first grade by the Domin- 
jon of Canada regulations. 

Butter is a remarkable commod- 
ity. It is pure, delicate and delect- 
ble. Moreover, it is a very com- 
glex natural product that science 
has never, yes, er—been able to 
duplicate. The health qualities of 
butter have not yet been all dis- 
covered though their presence js 
revealed by scientific experiment 
beyond question. 


in 


Butter, however, can lose quality 


by over exposure to sunlight and 
high temperatures, or to highly- 
flavored foods, For this reason, 


commercial butter (whether owned 
by the Government or otherwise) is 
kept at zero temperature or lower 
—and stored separately from all 
other commodities. 

This butter is good butter if it 
is marked “Canada First Grade.”

The Central Experimental Farm

But while trefoil has the ability 
to grow reasonable well on moder- 
ately acid droughty, imperfectly 
drained soils . _ . it should not be 
considered a cure-all for soils or 
conditions where no other legumes 
can grow.

Average, Better Yields 

Average or better yields are gen- 
erally associated with these practi- 
ces by using well drained clay soils 
or clay loams, silt loams and sandy 
loams rather than droughty sands 
and gravels of poorly drained clays. 

Better yields can also be obtained 
by planting tomatoes after sod. 
winter wheat, row crops or summer 
fallow rather than after spring 
grains or canning crops. 

Planting early rather than late 
and using a Starter solution also 
brings in better than average re- 
turns as do spraying for disease 
control and planting four acres of 
more per farm.

Wireworms Wanted! 

Here's rather a peculiar request 

. Wireworms are wanted! Of 

course, they’re not wanted by 

farmers but by workers at the Leth- 

bridge Science Service Laboratories, 

Their intention is to become better 

acquainted with the habits and 

behaviour of these pests so the 

toll of crops in the west can be fur- 
ther reduced. 

It's not that strides have not been 
made in wireworms contro] during 
the past few years. Application of 
the right chemical at the right ime 
is doing mifch to relieve the prob- 
lem. 


B-H-C products for seed grain 
treatment and soil application of 
such compounds as aldrin, chlor- 
dane. ang heptachior for potato pro_ 
tection are proving useful. 

Problem Simple 

The problem is anything but 
simple It would be easy if the 
scientists had just one kind of wire- 
worm to investigate, but there are 
many, many different types of the 
pests to examine in Canada’s west. 

Not all of them damage crops but 
there are several that do Ang they 
don’t alf act alike. Some like it wet 
. _ » Some dry. Some work on the 
knolls and others in the low spots. 

Some prefer heavy soil. _. some 
like light soil. There may be a dif- 
ference in their choices for various 
Stages of the same crops. They look 
different in appearance size and 
habits .  _ which makes the issue 
Most confusing 

Actually Little Known 

There actually is.too little known 
about the habits of wireworms, The 
first thing to dovis to get down to 
where they live. _ and to find out 
how they live. It’s an almost im- 
possible task for one or two men 
to go hunting them to the extent 
they should be hunted. 

With the cooperation of all farm- 
ers the work of the scientist will 
be hastened And farmers who find 
wireworms in their lands should 
send in samples of the pests in moist 
soil, with information of where they 
Were foung .. . in what type of soil 
. > and in what crops 

Value of Using

As the physician cannot be sure 
just what injury has occurred, he | 
must be very careful in trying to | 
| find the location and extent of the 
injury. 

“The care of such patients requires 
that the attending physician mast | 
| be alert to the hazards which may 
| involve any and all systems of the 
| body. Emergency situations which | 
threaten life (bleeding, cutting off 
of breathing) must be corrected by 
repeated examination of the pa- 
tient, as new developments may a- 
rise for some time after the aco 
dent has occurred.” Since !t may 
require severa} hours before the 
bodily functions readjust themselves, 
the absolutely necessary first things 
should be done first. This means 
that a “careful” examination be 
made first in order to lay out or 
list the most necessary duties to 
save life aad prevent any dangerous 
conditions in transporting the pa- 
tient to the nearest hospital or first 
aid statioa. Carelessness in handl- | 
ing the body of the victim, such as 
driving over rough roads or having 
a willing bystander shake the vic- 
tim's head to restore conscious-

Sludge Experiment 
Part Of Plan 
To Control Algae 


Two men from the Ontario De- 
partment of Health are to begin 
their experiments with the sludge 
from the local Sewage Disposal 
Plant next week. This was announg- 
ed at Monday's meeting of Lind- 
say’s council. The scheme is part 
of the department's effort to con- 
trol the growth of algae in Lind- 
say district waters. The men are 
Dr, D. A. McClarty, of the Botany 
Department of the University of 
Western Ontario, and his assistant. 

Town Engineer Leslie Wilson ex- 
plains that the sludge will be taken 
from the SDP digester by *ruck to 


jtwo farms near Lindsay where it 


will be used as fertilizer. Normally, 
the sludge goes to the drying beds 
at the SDP, and the underdvainage 
carries fluid away to the river Mr. 
Wilson states that the purpose of 
the project is to remove phosphates 
from the water which flows off 
the sludge, and the way to do it 
is to remove the sludge. 

He said that this is to be done 
because algae growth is stimulated 
by the presence of phosphates. 
“The Post” was told that the pro- 
ject, to begin next week, is ex- 
pected to take the better part of

Insurance Problems 


Council Decid 


es To Insure 


Sewage Disposal Plant, 
Explosion Danger Is Cited 


After considerable discussion on 
Monday night, Lindsay's council 
moved to place insurance to the 
value of $55,175 on the digester, 
building and contents of Lindsay's 
Sewage Disposal Plant, It was 
stated at the meeting that no in- 
surance other than lability, had 
ever been put on the plant, The 
Insurance to be obtained will be 
bought on a staggered three-year 
basis (The value divided into three 
equal parts for three, two and one- 
year periods The cost the first year 
$202 and the second $101.) 

The town’s insurance broker, Mr. 
R, J_ Daw, was present and reported 
on several matters he had been 
asked to look into. He stated that 
the town’s fleet was in pretty good 
shape generally, but that the 1941 
Dodge and the flusher truck were 
in yery bad shape. This led to a 
long discussion | the outcome of 


which was that the Board of Works 
chairman was authorized to iA- 
vestigate the fleet and make any 
minor repairs necessary to the 
equipment, 

As to the Sewage Disposal Plant, 
Mr. Daw quoted from a report he 
had on such plants on the fermen- 
tation and putrefuction of organic 
matter (referring to coal mine dis- 
asters) stating that-methane was 
the dominant gas but that hydro- 
gen could be dangerous also, He 
considers the hazard’at the Lindsay 
plant one of explosion. 

Ald. Harrigan commented that 
there was the same danger at any 
manhole, 

As for the two boilers at the plant, 
council decided that Mr, Daw ought 
to look into this further. He said 
they could be either inspected by 
the Government or insured and

The Lindsay Curling club has 
let the contract for its new build- 
ing to house the ice surface.

T. Morrow Construction Co. of 
Woodville has been signed at a ten- 
der price of $28,000. This will be 
welcome news to the some 400 curl- 
ers in Lindsay who use the facilities 
there. The price Mr. Rogers adds 
does not include lighting, the re- 
arrangement of the (ice) pipes, 

The old structure said Mr. Rogers, 
was sold to the St. Clair House- 
wrecking Co of Toronto, who are 
taking the building down now They 
ought to be finished in about three 
weeks.

The sea cadet area officer of HMCS York, Toron- 
to. has issued an order to all sea cadets in the Toronto 
zone warning that they will “stand charges” if they 
neglect to wear life preservers on boating exercises. 
The order, which is not unlike locking the stable door 
after the horse has run away. follows the death by 
drowning of four sea cadets and their officer-instructor 
over the weekend. Nevertheless the order does serve 
a useful purpose in that it places emphasis on the need 
for having life preservers readily available when travel- 
ling by water and it should avert 2 repetition of the sea 
cadet tragedy. 

Life preservers are designed to save life m the event 
of disaster while boating and those who “put to 
should make sure there are sufficient to go around for 
all hands on board. In the case of the very young it 
isn't 2 bad idea to bundle them into the preserver be- 
fore setting out. Im these days when life preservers 
are s0 easily obtainable and made of the newer, lighter 
and more buoyant materials there is really little excuse 
for people drowning as 2 result of a boating accident, 
particularly on smaller bodies of water.

Confident Chemicals 
Will Be Developed 
To Fight Cancer 


Toronto, June 23 --(BUP)-- A 
federal research head 1s confident 
that several chemical agents will be 
developed which will help destroy 
cancer cells, 

Dr, A. F. McKay of the Defense 
Research Chgnical Laboratories told 
the Chemical Institute of Canada 
yesterday in Toronto that research- 
ers have already changed their 
minds about the futility of fighting 
cancer chemically. 

He said one chemical agent, 
Urethane hag been found to affect 
Leukemia in the same way that 
X-ray therapy does, and Purine 
derivatives offer “the most attrac- 
tive approach to the search for 
toxic agents against cancer.” 

He said one researcher recently 
described a Purine derivative a5 
“the first step in the attainment of 
chemo-therapeutic agents for can-

of Lands and Forests says, “are 
scavengers and carrion eaters, and 
therefore provide a great service 


| in disposing of decaying carcasses 


and other noxious refuse that could 
be injurious to human health. They 
also eat snakes and some other 
small reptiles and rodents that are 
easily caught, Turkey vultures are 
rigidiy protected by law for the 
service they provide. 


yards’ in the South, turkey vultures 
are a most unattractive bird on 
land, and if disturbed or caught 
they emit a vile smelling fluid from 
their beaks that is most repulsive 
to humans. However, they are one 
of the most graceful birds in 
flight, and by making perfect us2 
of alr currents they can stay aloft 
and soar for several hours without 
once flapping their wings. 

“Turkey vultures make their 
nest on the ground, usually beside 
an old log. They usually lay just 
two eggs. It is quite possible that 
the pair of turkey vultures men- 
tioned above may be nesting in the 
vicinity of Minden.

A WAIT AND SEE ATTITUDE 

Farlier in the year there was considerable stir in 
the northern part of Victoria and Peterborough Count- 
ies and the lower portion of Haliburton County when 
reports were circulated to the effeet that uranium was 
being found in considerable quantity. Feverish staking 
activity was carried ont and enthusiasm was high. The 
interval between then and now has served as a “cooling 
off” period and interest has subsided to a noticeable 
degree. 

A couple of weeks ago while travelling through 
the heart of the region of greatest recent activity. “The 
Post” learned from local residents that prospecting and 
exploration work was still in progress but that they 
preferred to adopt a ‘“‘wait and see” attitude on the 
whole thing. Naturally they are hopeful that the 
rocks, which have proven more scenic than useful over 
the years since the area was settled, will be found to 
contain uranium in commercial quantities but they re- 
fuse to become overly-enthusiastic until they have 
“proof of the pudding.” 

The address delivered at a hydro account- 
ant’s conference here on atomic energy and its 
anticipated role in the generation of electric power, 
makes it clear that should workable quantities of uran- 
jum be found in the highlands, it could develop into a 
mining enterprise of some note. The mere fact that 
uranium in unknown quantity is present in the high- 
Jands is interesting and may yet lead to some signifi- 
cant discoveries in the realm of minerals, particularly 
minerals associated with or used in conjunction with 
atomic projects. 


THE SEASON OF ELECTRICAL STORMS 

With the advent of the season of electrical storms 
in this part of the world there are no doubt a number 
of people who are concerned with the safety of their 
person and their property when one of these violent out- 
bursts of nature occur. This concern is perhaps more 
marked among people who have more or less lived 
sheltered from the full impact of nature's fury and then 
suddenly find themselves out in the open with lightning 
flashing and thunder providing an ominous sound effect. 
In cities and larger towns the violence of electrical 
storms is lost to a certain extent in the noise of the sur- 
roundings and does not register as fully on the inhabi- 


tanis. Remove the storm and the residents to a rural 
region and the impact of the phenomenon is much 
greater. 


There have been numerous recommendations de- 
signed to provide for maximum safety during a storm 
and some of them repeated at this time may serve a use- 
ful purpose: 

It is considered wise to avoid isolated trees during 
an electrical storm .... people and animals are often 
killed by lightning when a tree under which they sought 
shelter was struck by lightning. 

It is not wise to remain in an upright position if 
caught crossing an expanse of flat, open land during a 
storm of this nature. The experts say it is better to 
assume a prone position and take a drenching than to 
continue on, the theory being that lightning strikes the 
highest object nearest its course to earth. 

It is considered the wise thing to put into the near- 
est landing point if caught travelling on water when a 
thunderstorm breaks. 

Chimneys being the highest objects on houses with- 
out TV make it wise to stay away from stoves or other 
heating equipment connected with the chimney. 

Bathtubs are things to stay out of during these 
storms because the fact that one is in contact with 
water makes the danger of fatal shock that much great- 
er if lightning should strike the home. 

Travelling by car is considered one of the safest 
forms of transportation during a storm if travel one 
must. Trains have an equally good record but aircraft 
do not seem to fare so well. 

There are numerous other points relative to safety 
in electrical storms but the principal thing to remem- 
ber would seem to be “use a maximum of common 
sense.” Most of us are endowed with liberal quantities 
of this important asset hut unfortunately many of us 
fail to use it. Those who are really frightened of light- 
ning storms may derive some comfort by reviewing their 
life experiences. How many of us have really ever had 
a close brush with lightning? .... Tt is a safe bet that 
the number is relatively small in comparison to the num- 
ber of times we have been exposed to the fury of the 
elements. 


WHY NOT COLOURED BOTTLES THEN? 

We were reading somewhere not long ago about the 
effect of light on milk. The article stateq that light in 
itself was harmful to milk and that exposure to sunlight 
seriously depleted its vitamin content and food value, 
When we attended the Dalry Day Show in Lindsay this 
week we were hopeful of seeing some advance designs 
in milk bottles which would render their contents less 
susceptible to the damaging effects of light, It could be 
that we overlooked such a display but a fairly careful 
examination of the various exhibits failed to turn up 
anything of this nature. 

Without having any knowledge as to the cost of 
coloured bottles or other suitable-types of milk con- 
tainers which would presumably reduce the loss of 
food value in milk, it seems that If the findings in this 
connection are correct, every effort should be made by 
the dairy industry to preserve the quality of their pro- 
duct. Who is there among our readers with information 
on this subject which might further enlighten those 
countless souls who derive much of their daily energy 
from milk? 


OBSCURE FIRE AND POLICE

the telephone directory leads one to believe that the 
sting of local police and fire department numbers could 
be more conspicuously arranged. What would be wrong, 
for example, with having the local numbers appear on 
the cover of the directory in bold type? Another sugges- 
tion might be for a progressive advertiser to mail out 
stickers for this purpose with his own advertising 
material being toned down to make the emergency num- 
bers predominate. These numbers are usually needed in 
a hurry and ought, to be conspicuously displayed near 
the phone of every house. 


“A ‘FIERY' ARTIST 

Belize, the capital of British Honduras, is short one 
artist this week, but it is unlikely that he will be missed. 
A local painter was sentenced to fifteen years’ impris- 
onment for starting a million-dollar blaze. He did it, he 
told the court, because he needed a model for painting 
a “magnificent fire.” 

This is curiously reminiscent of the case of the em- 
peror Nero, whose talents ran to poetry and music 
rather than painting. According to tradition, he set fire 
to the city of Rome in order to provide a proper hack- 
ground while he was reciting his new epic on the burn- 
ing of Troy. Like the court in Honduras, the Roman 
senate and people took a very dim view of these pro- 
ceedings; they liked neither the conflagration nor the 
poem. Eventually Nero was forced to fall upon his own 
sword, murmuring to an unappreciative world “What an 
artist dies!” 

Whether it breaks out in Rome or in Belize, artistic 
temperament automatically increases the fire insurance 
premiums.—Edmonton Journal.

RURAL AIR POLLUTION 

Air pollution is regarded as the bane of industrial 
cities, as smoke or other waste materials permeate the 
atmosphere. Rural areas are enyied their fresh, clean 
air. 

Yet at this season of the year there is a lot of rural 
air pollution. The fields cannot be tilled until dry and 
as the farmers do their spring work they stir up clouds 
of dust. 

Jt isn’t so disagreeable as it once was. With tract- 
or drawn equipment the farmer sits ahead of the har- 
row, seeder or cultivator. Unless there is a strong 
wind from the rear, he doesn’t get much of the dust. 

In the days of the horse-drawn equipment the farm- 
er had to walk behind, or ride on, the equipment which 
was raising the dust. From morning to evening he was 
right in the midst of it. He couldn’t escape breathing 
in a lot of it, to say nothing of that which came to rest 
on his face and hands and clothing. 

Walking behind a harrow was about the dirtiest 
job on the farm. The best that could be said for it is 
that it was good clean dust, not smoke and other grime 
from factory chimneys. —wWindsor Star.

To Ss Seeds in Summer 


Top left: Make Deep Drill and Soak Soil Deenige Top Sa Mix 
Seed With Sand and Sow on Damp Soil. Lower Left: Cover Seeds 
With a Special Porous Soil. Lower Right: Keep Soil 

Moist Until Seeds Germinate. . 


Fill the drill with water several 
times, so that the soil is soaked, 
and on this wet soil the seed 
should be sown. 

. Cover it with the specially pre- 
pared soil and soak the covering 
soil. It will be necessary to keep 
this soil damp until the seeds 
sprout, but if sufficient peat moss 
has been used, it will hold mois- 


Sowing seed for a fall harvest 
fn the vegetable garden should 
not be neglected. All the early 

_crops can be grown for fall use, 
many with much improved quali- 
ty. owing to coolar weather 

‘In some ways the fall growing 
season is more favorable than 
spring. It is more difficult to 
start the seed in the hot, dry 
weather of midsummer, but as 
the season progresses with cooler 
nights and more moisture, the 
plants develop better than when 
temperatures are rising as they 
mature_ 

Few vegetables go to seed in 
the fall. Cauliflower, Chinese cab- 
age, spinach and peas, which 
are matured in the spring only 
by experts who take long chances 
‘to give these crops an early start, 
are easier to grow in the fall. 
Head lettuce will make heads in- 
stead of going to seed. All crops 
have a much longer season of 
aay st than in the spring, thanks 

cooler weather and more 
ease 

Seeds cannot be started in hot, 
dry weather by the simple meth- 
ods which are effective in the 
spring. Heat alone would speed 
germination in most cases, but 
it dries out the soil in which the 
seeds lie, and may form a crust 
over them so’ that even if they 
sprout, they cannot make their 
‘way to the surface. 

Wherever there is clay in the 
soil this crusting is probable; but 
it can be overcome, and moisture 
sufficient for the needs of seeds 
and seedling plants can be 
supplied. - * 

The first step is to prepare a 
special soil with which to cover 
the seeds. This should contain no 
clay, but sand and organic mat- 
ter, such as peat moss, or com- 
post. The drill in which seeds are 
sown should be much deeper than 
in the spring, to bring the seeds 
closer to the deep soil moisture. 


there will be no hard crust to 
keep the infant plant come emerg- 
ing to the sunlight. 

Young plants will need regular 
watering until their roots grow 
deep enough to reach moisture, 
and by this time nights should be 
cooler and rains more frequent. 
Thinning out should be done ear- 
ly, to reduce competition between 
plants. 

Varieties to be sown for fall 
harvest should mature in 60-70 


sistant. In selecting them figure 
that maturity will be slowed 
down somewhat by hot, dry 
weather during their infancy. 

Plant food should be supplied 
when seeds are sown, just as in 
the spring. About half the quanti- 
ty used in the spring will be sumi- 
cient if the soil received a Hoes 
application. 

Soluble plant food can be dis. 
solved in the water which Is used’ 


sowing. This will act as a starter 


in their initial growth. Be careful 
not to use too. much, following 
exactly the instructions given by 
the manufacturer for starter solu- 
tions. The usual amount is one 
level tablespoonful to a gallon of 
water. a 
Care of late sown crops after 
they attain vigorous growth will 
be less than in. the spring, be- 


fall, and cultivation need not be 
as frequent.

The St. Lawrence Seaway Pro- 
jeet is one of the “great projects 
of America” sald Premier Leaile 
M. Frost on Wednesday, speaking 
at the official opening of 1954 
Ontario Dairy Day at Lindsay. He 
said that Canada and the USA 
and Ontario with its partner, New 
York State, will spend 100 milllion 
collars on the big job, “That js an 
indication of the tempo of the 
great land you live In” he told his 
audience, 

Premier Frost said that this sec- 
ond Dairy Day exhibits worth- 
while few developments In Ontar- 
jo's Dairy industry, gathered and 
‘presented by officials of the On- 
tario Agricultural College, the Vet- 
erinary College and the Department 
of Agriculture. He saw Dairy Day as 
a “crossroads of big  bitsiness” 
where the farmer could come and 
exchange views, share thoje of 
others and make friends.

Powles’ Corners Church

The histories of churches in the 


Lindsay area recall the endeavours 
of pioneer residents of this district 
to establish the customs of Chris- 
tian living Powles Corner United 
Church is no exception to the rule 
and the following article chronicles 
the efforts of a number of men at 
that centre to erect an enduring 
house of worship_ 

The church at Powles Corner is 
the original building, which was 
used as church and school until 
1878 when the new schoolhouse was 
built, 

It was located on the north-west 
corner of the Jonn Kemp farm— 
later Gillis’ and both church and 
School occupied that lot until 1892 
when it was moved to the present 
site —part of the farm of William 
Powles who settled in this district 
about 1856 

The building was enlargeg at that 
time and although a frame build- 
ing has stood until the present, the 
exterior in good repair with only 
paint improvement. The interior 
until about ten years ago had the 
Same plasier walls with the geo- 
metric designs common to all church 
buildings. A renoyation at that 
time coyered the plaster walls with 
a@ fibre product ang a later reno- 
vation to the basement has renewed 
the building ahd it should serve the 
next generation or two with little 
repair. 

In the year 1863 representative 
groups from Fenelon Falls, Powles 
Bryson's Cookman’s and Bald Point 
were meeting in the Powles’ School- 
house as a Mission of the Wesleyan 
Methodist denomination. Later 
Boices, Rosedale, Cameron, Cam- 
bray, Burnt River and Verulam re- 


placed those that separated to form; 


church organizations of their own 
Finally Powles’ Corner and Fenelon 
Falls remaineg as a Circuit and 
have worked together to the present 
time as members of the United 
Church of Canada.

The cost of the addition to the 
Lindsay Cenotaph on which to 
inscribe the names of the fallen 
from World War II and the Korean 
War is $2,499.

Peace Through Strength 


Churchill, 
Reaffirms 
His Stand 


Prime Minister Churchill has re- 
affirmeg his peace-through strength 
stand in Ottawa. 

But he says the Western World 
should always hold out a friendly 
alternative to the Soviet Union. 
He made the statement at a 
press conference in Ottawa today 
after two hours of talks with Prime 
Minister St, Laurent and members 
of the cabinet. 

Churchill told newsmen: “I don’t 
see at all why we shoulq depart 
from the idea of peaceful co-exist- 
ence.” He added: “We have to live 
with all sorts of people in this 
wicked world”. 

He said that the people of Bri- 
tain dont feel they're surpassed 
by anyone in their-hatred of Com- 
munism, But such hatred, he de- 


+) elared, shouldn’t stand-in. the -way-}- 


of freer trade and diplomatic re- 
lations between the Communist and 
the western blocs. 

Churchill went on to say that the 
two ideologies in the world today 
must live side by side if the world is 
not to be obliterated. 

The Prime Minister described his 
talks with Mr. St. Laurent and 
members of the cabinet as jolly, 

Earlier he and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden got a rousing recep- 
tion as they arrived at the east block 
of the Parliament Buildings for the 
cabinet session.

Algae Again... 


Whether the Town of Lindsay is 
going to help pay for hauling sludge 
away from its sewage disposal plant 
to aid the now-underway Ontario 
Department of Health algae control 
scheme here is still a moot question, 
On Tuesday night, Lindsay’s coun- 
cil appointed a committee of Mayor 
Hick, Reeve Butler and Alq Harri- 
gan to look into the matter, get 
costs etc, and to report later. 

Mayor Hick stated that Dr, Berry 
had phoned him ‘at night about 
helping wih the cost He said Dr. 
Berry said that a tank truck to haul 
sludge was available, but he could 
give no idea of the cost at that 
time, 

Town Engineer Wilson toly of the 
setup here by the Department of 
Health, of Dr McClarty and his 
assistants. The idea is, he said, to 
keep phosphates from entering the 
river water since it is believed that 
the algae feeds on them. Mr, Wilson 
said that the only charges he could 
see would be a pipe (the length of 
the plant) to divert the sludge from 
the plant to the trucks without us- 
ing the gigester, and the cost of the 
trucks’ hire.

At Lindsay 


Patient eclipse observers at Lind- 
say were rewarded with bricf 
glimpses of the phenomenon eariy 
‘this morning. Shortly after 6 am. 
the first phase of the eclipse was 
visible for a brief few moments be- 
fore a heavy layer of cloud moved 
across the eastern horizon and blot- 
ted out the sun. This first glimpse 
afforded watchers a view of a 
small dark area on the sun's sur- 
face as the moon started across the 
sun's pathway. It was not until 
around 7.15 a.m. that watchers were 
rewarded with their second brief 
glimpse of the spectacle. At this 
time the sun appeared briefly from 
behing clouds with approximately 
three-quarters of its surface black- 
ed out by the moon. This appear- 
ance of the sun afforded time for 
a few pfetures. The clouded area 
nearest the sun just before it be- 
came visible for the second time was 
richly coloured with pink, green 
and blue predominating. When the 
sun disappeared behind the clouds 
after its second fleeting appearance 
it remained obscured until after 
the eclipse had run its course.

THERE'S TOO MUCH SPEEDING 
ON LINDSAY'S STREETS YET ..-- 

There is still too much speeding on Lindsay's 
streets and there exists an unfilled need for greater traf- 
fic supervision coupled with a revision of some exist- 
ing traffic regulations. 

On Thursday evening a large number of children 
were assembled at° Victoria Park for the final phase 
of a bicycle safety campaign in Lindsay. There were 
several hundred children there, cars were parked all 
along the Victoria Park side of the avenue and it was 
evident that there was need for extraordinary care by 
any motorist driving past the park. 

But was there exceeding care exercised by every 
motorist driving past the scene? Not by a long shot! 
At the height of the bicycle exercises a high-powered 
car roared down the avenue and continued at a very 
fast rate of speed until within a short distance of Kent 
St. It was apparent that had any child (or older per- 
son for that matter) stepped out from between the row 
of cars they would have been horribly injured. Fortun- 
ately no one did, but does this excuse the lack of effec- 
tive deterrent action on this avenue and other Lindsay 
streets which are being used as speedways? Will any- 
one deny that more adequate traffic controls are neces- 
sary if Lindsay is not to find itself with a mounting 
accident rate? And last but by no means least, the 
question: When will the needed controls be applied? 


TRUCKS ARE NOT DESIGNED 
TO CARRY PASSENGERS 
The fatal accident on Highway 36, near Burleigh 


Falls, ought to serve as a lasting reminder everywhere 


that trucks are not designed to carry passengers. 

Years ago it used to be the popular thing to load 
Sunday School children into a truck or two and roll 
away to a regional lake for a picnic. In those days 
vehicles did not travel so fast and the children were 
probably relatively safe but all that is changed. 
Vehicles of every type now travel at high rates of speed 
and it cannot be considered safe to transport people in 
open vehicles because if anything goes wrong mechan- 
ically the passengers haven't a chance. 

The incident in which one youngster died and 14 
other children were hurt near Burleigh Falls should 
tragically suffice to discourage transportation of this 
sort for all time. 


FOR TWO MONTHS NOW 

For two months now there will be no period of the 
day when children will be in the sheltered area of a 
school yard and thus relatively secure from the hazards 
of traffic. It is the beginning of summer holidays all 
across the province and thousands of children who have 
been accustomed to the regular habits associated with 
school attendance will be changing their routine. They 
are apt to pop up at the most unexpected times and in 
the most unexpected places . . . . it is their holiday and 
they will be very busy at play. 

The beginning of the school holidays will no doubt 
be accompanied by words of caution from parents and 
others in authority on the importance of being careful 
while on the streets at this season when traffic reaches 
its peak. And there isn’t any doubt but what the ehild- 
ren will for the most part, do their best to be careful. 
However, in the enthusiasm of play children often forget 
about everything else, including their persona] welfare. 
For this reason for the next two months, or until school 
resumes, those who operate motor vehicles of any kind 
can make a big contribution to the district’s and the 
town’s child traffic accident record by being extra care- 
ful and by keeping a sharp lookout for children at play 
who may endanger themselves in traffic. 


THE INNOCENT SUFFER 

If there is a basic rule in driving, one so obvious 
that no intelligent person at the wheel should ever 
forget, it is not to attempt to pass another car while go- 
ing up a hill, or before going down one. To do so it is 
necessary to veer over to the other side of the road, and 
likely as not, another car is coming along on its right 
side of the road. Both drivers may be travelling fast: 
there is no time for the offending car to get back to its 
own side when the other one looms in sight — and 
crash. 

One of the worst of these accidents occurred 
the other day in Maryland. They crashed head-on 
at terrific speed. Both caught fire, and ten people died 
in the flames. % 

Of course the man who was to blame was a fool. 
Unfortunately his passengers did not know that when 
they took seats in his car. Maybe they sensed the 
dangerous move he was making, and they could have 
shouted to him at once to get back on his own side 
of the road. But they trusted their driver and did not 
like to seem interfering with him at his job. If only 
one of them had done a bit of back-seat driving and 
yelled at him immediately he went off course, this awful 
tragedy might not have happened. 

Similar “accidents” on a smaller scale happen every 
day in Canada and the United States—and will continue 
to do so because there are always drivers who cannot 
bear to lay back a little until they are sure the road 
ahead of them is clear. They must always be getting 
on at high speed. It is the innocent who are the worst 
sufferers including the innocents in the guilty car.

LCI May Inaugurate Broader 
Course In Agricultural Science 


‘There {s a strong possibility that 
the Lindsay Collegiate Institute may 
offer a complete Agricultural 
Sclence course, beginning this Fall. 
‘This was disclosed by the Prin- 
cipal, T. H. Bberice. 

At the meeting of the Victoria 
County District High School Area 
board last week, Mr. Eberlee pre- 
sented the case for such a course 
to the members. After discussion, it 
‘was decided to give the idea more 
study. However, Mr. Eberlee feels 
that the course may be started next 
term. 

It would include, he said, more 
practical work, outside the school, 
as well as giving the academic 
textbook work so necessary in the 
study of modern agricultural me- 
thods as it is in anything else. 

The principal said that the head 
of LCI's department of agricultural 
science, R. A. Patterson, and the 
Ontario Department of Education 
inspector of that course, Norman 
Davies, are working on the proposed 
full course for the Lindsay school, 
and further information will be 
available later. 

For some years it has been 
stated by various public officials 
that the LCI ought to have such 
s complete department in that 
course, since Lindsay and the area 
serveq by this collegiate, lies in 
the heart of one of the richest ag- 
ricultural areas in Canada.

Bank Declares 
Major Crisis 
Not Indicated 


The experts say tnat the danger 
of a recession in Canada has dis- 
appeared, but they hint the situat- 
fon may only be temporary, 

‘The Bank of Montreal put forth 
this view Friday in its business 
review for June. 

The report says recessive tenden- 
cies in the nation’s economy have 
ceased to persist. But it warns that 
the trend hasn't necessarily been 
reversed. 

The bank says the improvement 
in the country's economy is due 
mainly to the arrival of spring. And 
it adds that, in some instances not 
even the normal seasonal upswing 
is evident, 

The review says that the recessive 
tendencies since October, 1953, have 
been only of moderate intensity, as 
it puts it, However, the bank feels 
there's nothing to indicate that a 
major crisis is on the way, —BUP

Lindsay Men Find 
Four LTorontonians 
Early Sunday A.M. 


Four Toronts people will mink 
twice before they stray ,into the 
bush in territory they are not 
familiar with again. They took to 
the woods on Saturday night 
around @.30 and it was 230 Sunday 
morning before two Lindsay men 
had found them ang brought them 
to safety. 

Names of the people who were 
lost are somewhat obscure because 
the men who found them said they 
were more interested in locating 
them than in securing their names. 
They are identified merely as Robert 
Green, a Mr. Salter, his son Dale, 
aged 109 and another boy, Paul, 
aged 12, all of Toronto The men 
who rescued them are Messrs, Mel 
Copp ang Art Dickinson of Lindsay. 

‘The quartet who became lost were 
part of a group of people staying 
at-a cottage on Davis Lake a 
newly-developed summer resort site 
not far from the village of Kin- 
mount, Knowledge of their 
misadventure first came when Mr. 
Robert McKenna, another member 
of the party called at Mr. and Mrs. 
Art Dickinson's cottage around 10 
p.m Saturday to say that he and 
the two women accompanying him 
were concerned over the failure of 
the two men and two bov< to show 
up at the cottage. Mr. McKenna re- 
lateg how earlier in the evening the 
four had decided to take a trail 
through the bush which they be- 
lieved would lead them to their 
cottage whereas he kept to the 
bull-dozed road which he knew 
would Jeag him directly to the 
cottage. When the others failed to 
turn up, they began to fear for 
their welfare 

Relating the events leading up 
to the finding of the lost quartet, 
Mr, Dickinson told “The Post” that 
be summoned Russell Hardy and 
Mel Copp (nefghboring cottagers.) 
and organized a preliminary search 
which was to result in success. 
Hardy, he related, was posted at 
the point where McKenna said the 
men had gone into the bush and 
was instructed to notify the game 
overseer if they didn’t return in a 
specified time. Dickinson and Copp 
then separated and headed in the 
direction the men were believed 
to have gone taking courses which if 
all went well, would bring them 
together along a trail which led to 
Crego Lake another small body of 
water south of Davis Lake When 
the two met they had still not 
located the missing group They 
continued on together, Copp with 
two lanterns and Dickinson with 
a gun, to the shore of Crego Lake 
Dickinson relates that they shouted 
and fired the gun while at the lake- 
shore but cou'd get no resvonse and 
were on the point of going home, 
he went down to the water’s edge 
again and heard what he thought 
was the voice of a boy. After a brief 
look along the shore Copp turned 
up a punt which had two sticks 
of wood any an old oar to propel 
it. Both men set out in the boat 
in the direction the boy's voice 
Seemed to have come from As they 
rounded a point they saw a fire 
burning on the southwest shore of 
the lake and nearing it, made out 
the figures of the four missing 
people. Both Dickinson and Copp 
say the people were overjoyed to 
see them. They were cold (the wind 
hag gotten up and the temperature 
dropped considerably) but worst of 
all) they were so lightly clad 
that the flles and mosquitoes had 
made life all but unbearable One 
member of the group had no cover-

ing from the waist up and was badly 
bitten. 

Getting the men back on the 
homeward trail requireg some 6n- 
gineering and Dickinson first made 
the trip back with the boys A 
Jantern Jeft on the shore where 
the boat was found guided him and 
he made the trip safely. Copp re- 
mained behind with the two men 
and they extinguisheg the fire and 
started out on foot but due to the 
treacherousness of the going they 
decided to sit tight and signalled 
Dickinson to return with the boat. 
Eventually they all made the water 
voyage safely despite the roughness 
of the lake and the fragility of their 
craft, : 

Starting out for Davis Lake, the 
party was met as they neared the 
bull-dozed road leading to it by 
Game Overseer Wally Scott his son 
Bill, Herb Hancock, a Mr Austin e 
and several others whose names ~~ 
were not ascertained due to the late- } 
ness of the hour and anxiety of the 
situation The posse had been or- 
ganized when Russell Hardy feared 
for the searchers’ safety when they 
failed to retum at the agreed upon 
time. He had notified Jack Sean and 
Betty Copp who drove to Kinmount 
and informed the game overseer of 
the situation. 

Mr. Copp told “The Post” Monday 
he hoped the experience would serve 
aS a warning to others in remote 
areas. He said they should be very 
‘familiar with their ground before 
going into the bush particularly 
with its heavy summer growth. Mr. 
Dickinson saig his training first 
as a Boy Scout and later as a Scout- 
master had stood him in good stead 
during the search. He praised Mr. 
Copp for his knowledge of the bush 
and help in the search, 

The whole affair ended on a 
more pleasant note as the women- 


with the womenfolk of the missing 
men all joined in an early morning 
snack which warmed the cockles of 
the hearts of everyone.

Over 300 people attended a 
reception Thursday evening in 
honour of Miss Catherine “Cassie” 
Haugh Grade 1 teacher at Central 
School here for 31 years. At the end 
of the school term this month, Miss 
Haugh is retiring after teaching for 
41 years. Over the years she has 
taught some 1,600 pupils and many 
were present at Central School to 
honour her. 

School Inspector E. G Anderson 
said, “I think her work is just about 
as close to perfection as we can 
hope for in this topsy-turvy world.” 

He began by asking, “Just what 
does one say in appreciation of the 
long and faithful service of Miss 
Haugh? She has had a wonderful 
life. I have had access to the confi- 
dential reports on her since she 
started teaching and there is noth- 
ing in them which couldn't be 
published. It is a fine record that 
in her years of service she has 
taught in only three schools Deser- 
onto (4 years), North Bay (six 
years) ang Lindsay's Central School 
(31 years).”” 

Mr Anderson said in regard to 
Miss Haugh’s work that her room 
Was one in which he had never 
taught. “I wouldn’t teach a Grade 1 
class in her room. . I wouldn't 
dare... . I just sit back and learn. 
She has retained through the years 
her skill, love and devotion to the 
children and the only change has 
been that these qualities have grown 
and developed over the years.”
